Greek Premier Dies;

Iffy the Associated PressJ 
The German high command to­ 
day claimed the capture of Larisa, 
40 miles south of Mount Olympus 
and said the swastika had been 
raised on the mountain itself. 
But British army headquarters in 
Athens asserted the heavy nazi at­ 
tacks had failed to penetrate the 
British-Greek line at any point. 
Greece had a cabinet crisis on its 
hands as a result of the unexpected 
death of Premier Alexandros Korizis, 
successor to Gen. John Metaxas who 
died January 29. 
There were re­ 
ports that King George II planned 
the formation oi a military govern­ 
ment and it was understood the 
monarch himself had assumed war­ 
time control as head of the council 
of ministers. 
Informed sources said the king 
earlier had asked Kostas Kotzias, 
former military governor of Athens, 
to form a cabinet but that he had 
failed to do so. 
Hitler 52 on Sunday 
German political circles mean­ 
while indicated that Adolf Hitler’s 
52nd birthday anniversary Sunday 
may be marked by a Greek-axis 
armistice. This belief was based on 
the German claims of a break 
through the Cleek mountain passes. 
The British threat to bomb Rome 
in case Athens or Cairo were at­ 
tacked from the air was angrily re­ 
acted. Officials said Germany had 
no intention of bombing either city. 
There was still a feeling of mys­ 
tery about the movements of Franz 
Von Papen. nazi ambassador to 
'Turkey. 
Reports from Rome said 
the Greeks had used him as an in­ 
termediary for an armistice re-

Postmaster Williams 
Lists Features of 
Pickup Service 


Postmaster C. A 
Williams re­ 
ported today that the volume of 
outgoing air mail being handled 
through the Gettysburg post office 
has more than doubled since the 
airmail pickup service 
was insti­ 
tuted across Pennsylvania in May, 
1939. with Gettysburg as one of tire 
points on the route. 
There has been a steady climb in 
the volume of mail sent out of Get­ 
tysburg by air since that time. The 
service has operated continuously 
except for a period in the summer 
of 1940 when it was suspended after 
the end of the experimental period 
and before the service was made 
permanent. 
Quick Delivery Popular 
The postmaster stated that one 
of the chief reasons for the increase 
in popularity of air mail service 
from Gettysburg is the fact thai 
letters or packages mailed 
here 
reach distant points as Boston, At­ 
lanta, Chicago and New York city 
on the day they are mailed and 
reach the Pacific coast and other 
such distant points early the fol­ 
lowing morning. 
For the convenience of air mail 
users of this community Mr. Wil­ 
liams has compiled the following 
table showing the time of arrival 
at distance points of mail whisked 
into the air from the Gettysburg 
field:

Harrisburg. April 19 TAP)—The 
state Highway department gave its 
road building program a $2,000,000 
boost today and Secretary I. Lamont 
Hughes said work was running “away 
ahead of the last few years.” 
Department experts checked over 
bids for more than $2,000,000 worth 
of road construction—second largest 
of the year and one of the biggest 
in the department’s history. 
Con­ 
tracts were negotiated last Decem­ 
ber for $3,600,000. 
Hughes said reconstruction work 
on the Lincoln highway stretching 
from border to border of Pennsyl­ 
vania was on the schedule for 1942, 
Engineers have estimated $12,000,000 
would be needed to put the road in 
first class condition. 
Surveys also have been completed, 
Hughes said, for road work between 
Chambersburg and Gettysburg, in­ 
cluding a project to eliminate Cash­ 
town hill. 
“The federal government has de­ 
scribed 21,000 miles of highway in 
Pennsylvania as being of strategic 
importance and a large part of our 
program this year will be devoted 
to keep these roads in shape,” the 
secretary declared.

N o. 1 8 7--T h e Rev. Robert M cM ordie (1724-1796) 


I AST week at the very end of our 
column we gave a transcrip­ 
tion of the inscription from the 
stone m arking the grave of the 
Rev. Robert McMordie, soldier of 
the Revolution, ch arter member of 
the Order of Cincinnati. 
As you 
may remember, in the very begin­ 
ning of this series on the Revolu­ 
tionary soldiers whose graves are to 
be found in this county, we listed 
briefly the principal events in the 
life of the Rev. McMordie. 
For 
those of our readers who may not 
have seen this column, we once 
again present some m aterial per­ 
taining to the life of this officer of 
the Revolution. 
The Rev. Robert McMordie was 
born in Pennsylvania in the year 
172*. 
We do not know where he 
was 
educated, 
but 
he 
evidently 
possessed an excellent classical edu­ 
cation. 
He was m arried, date un­ 
known, to Janet Boyd, the daugh­ 
ter of the Rev. Adam Boyd, the 
m inister at tile Donegal Presby­ 
terian church,. Lancaster county. 
Another daughter of the Rev. Boyd, 
M argaret Boyd m arried the Rev. 
Joseph Tate. 
If both sisters re­ 
ceived the same dowry a t the time 
oi their marriage, they possessed 
tile following articles: “—a horse, a 
saddle, a bridle, some bedding, and 
a silk gown.” It was such a liberal 
dowry for those days th a t it has 
not been forgotten. 
In 1753 the Rev. McMordie was 
the pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church (Upper M arsh creek). 
He 
resigned this charge in the year 
1761 and in April, 1762, he accepted 
a call to the Presbyterian church 
at Hanover, He rem ained there for 
two years, after which he returned 
to this neighborhood (M arsh creek), 
where he owned a farm not far 
from the old church (Upper Marsh 
creek). 
Due to some disagreement 
with the congregation he refused to 
worship at this church and, with his 
ianilly, attended the Lower Marsh 
Creek Presbyterian church. 
At the outbreak of the Revolution 
the Rev, McMordie was, at the in­ 
stigation of the G eneral A rthur St. 
Clair, appointed chaplain of the 
First Pennsylvania Brigade. 
Later 
he 
transfered 
to 
the 
Eleventh 
Pennsylvania 
Regim ent 
and 
re­ 
mained with this com m and until 
the close of hostilities. 
The refer­ 
ence for the Rev. McMordie’s serv­ 
ice is to be found in the second 
volume, Sixth Series of the Penn­ 
sylvania Archives. 
For his services to his country he. 
the Rev McMordie, was granted four 
hundred acres of land in what is 
now Jefferson county. 
After the close 
of the war the 
m inister returned to his farm in 
York (now Adams) county. He died 
on the Sunday of May 22, ,1796, 
while the rem ainder of his family 
were at church. On her return his 
wife found him dead oh the door­ 
step of their home, where he had 
gone to await her ret im 
He was 


buried in the cem etery of the church 
he served as pastor, the plot which 
we now call “Black’s Graveyard.” 
The records of the O rder of Cin­ 
cinnati show th a t the Rev. Mc­ 
Mordie was a ch arter member of this 
organization, one of the oldest and 
proudest in the U nited States. 
As 
you perhaps know, it was composed 
exclusively of officers of the Amer­ 
ican Revolution. 
This concludes our notes on the 
Rev. Robert McMordie.

"I intend to be guided

He said he could afford to take 
this position because he “has no po­ 
litical am bitions, doesn’t want to 
run for any political office, for the 
appellate courts or the United States 
senate.” 
“Contemplating” Candidacy 
A num ber of governors in the past 
have been compelled to compromise

in the legislature be­ 
cause they spent the last year or 
two in office "contem plating” candi­ 
dacy for another office, Jam es de­ 
clared. 
Jam es indicated strongly he would 
stand by his program as outlined in 
two messages to this session, and 
emphasized he “still has the power 
of veto” on any bill.
